DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 29-42 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
5 invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

prevent and/or reduce a hangover; 
prevent and/or reduce face flushing; 
10 prevent and/or reduce fatigue; 

improve sleeping; 

prevent development of non-insulin dependent diabetes; 
prevent and/or reduce the development of atheroscleropathy; 
lower blood pressure; 
1 5 prevent and/or treat drug-induced toxicity; 

lighten skin; 
reduce inflammation. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
20 the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 

argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.

15 necessary that the inventive concept be a contribution over the prior art. The inventive concept 
is a mixture of peptides comprising at least 6.5%wt cysteine. Mallee (U. S. Publication No. 
20020090670) discloses a mixture of peptides having a cysteine content between 7-20 w/w % 
and the use of the preparation as active component in a medicament, especially for the treatment 
of conditions mediated by oxidative damage and for the elevation of cellular glutathion levels in 

20 the human or animal body. See the Abstract. Therefore, the species cannot be considered novel 
or cannot be considered to involve an inventive concept. Therefore, the species do not fulfill the 
requirements for unity of invention.
